« There is a beautiful little monument in Ashbourne church, from 
the chisel of Banks—which for execution, design, and feeling, would 
do credit to the talents of any artist. “It 1s to the memory of the only 
child of Sir Brooke Boothby, a daughter, who died at the age of five 
vearsandeleven months. On a marble pedestal, a mattress sculptur- 
-dfrom the same material is Jaid; on this the child reposes, but ap- 
parently not in quiet; her head reclines ona pillow, but the dispo- 
ition of the whole figure indicates restlessness. The little sufferer, 
‘adeed, appears as if she had just changed her position by one of 
those frequent turnings to which illness often in vain resorts for re-

lhe ash. the hazle, the slender ozier, and the gracetul birch, hung 
with honeysuckles and wild roses, dip their pensile branches 1n the 
stream, and break its surface into beauteous ripples. Huge frag- 
ments of stone, toppled from the rocks above, and partly covered 
with moss and plants that haunt and love the water, divide the 
ream into many currents; round these it bubbles in limpid rills, 
that circle into immumerable eddies, which, by their activity, give 
ie and motion to a numerous variety of agiatic plants and flowers 
that crow in the bed of the river: these wave their sleuder stems 
under the surface of the water, which flowing over them, lke the 
‘ransparent varnish of a picture, brings forth the most vivid colour- 
ng. Occasionally large stones are thrown across the stream, which 
interrupt its progress: over and amongst these it rushes rapidly into 
the pool below, forming in its frequent falls a series of fairy cas- 
ades, about which it foams and sparkles with a beauty and bril- 
iwacy peculiar to this lively and romantic river.”

The exact time of the removal of this record from Winchester to 
Westminster, if there were originally but one copy, cannot now be 
asceitained. It is described at a very early period ia the Dialogus de 
Srreeario, as the inseparablecompanion of the Royal Seal. At West- 
niuster it was kept with the King’s Seal, by the side of the Tully 
Court inthe Exchequer, under three locks and keys, in the charge 
ef the Auditor, the Chamberlains, and Deputy Chamberlains oi 
the Exchequer ; till in 1696 it was deposited among the valuable re- 
cords in the CHAPTER-HOUSE, where it now remains.

which they threw on tle unfinished building. It was his custom fre- 
quently to ride about his grounds accompanied by a retinue of at 
least a dozen attendants on ponies, for though like Amadeus, Duke 
of Savoy, he courted retirement as a hermit, yet he introduced all 
the pomp ofa Prince.

The ApvocaT#-DeputE addressed the Jury for the Crown, in an 
able manner, and an ingenious defence was made for the panel by 
ner counsel, the Crown shewing that the child was born alive, Was 
overturned, or at least much shaken by the evidence in exculpation. 
Lord Gillies summed up in his usual impartial and perspicuous style, 
remarking that the only doubt which could exist in the case was, as 
tothe child being born alive or not—and that. if it was not born alive, 
there could be no crime of murder committed; at the same time, 
that the medical Gentlemen who had seen the body, must have hada 
better opportunity of judging the circumstances attending the case, 
than those who had merely formed their opinion from hearing the re- 
port ; but that he left it to the determination of the Jury. The Jury 
then returned a verdict of not proven, as to the charge of murder, and 
cuilty of the concealment of pregnancy, in terme of the panel’s own 
confession. ‘The panel was admonished most feelingly by his Lord- 
ship, as to her future conduct in life, and then senteuced to twelve 
months’ imprisonment in the 'Tolbooth of Aberdeen.
